tory — where you never know who you might see mixing 
potions. Another popular part of the display, which draws 
many repeat visitors, is the graveyard and gravestones, 
replete with funny epitaphs. Every year the gravestones 
are carefully repainted and given brand new, topical and 
often humorous epitaphs. 

"I take a lot of pride in the graveyard,'' Rich- 
ard Brodeur said. ''Matt does a lot of the other stuff, but 
leaves the tombstones and the graveyard to me." 

As they have in past years, the Brodeurs will 
offer free candy to "survivors" and will be collecting 
used stuffed animals (in relatively good condition) to be 
donated to the Shrine Club of Southeastern Massachu- 
setts. They, in turn, will give them to local police and fire 
departments to give to children who have been involved 
in a trauma. 

They will also be collecting pull-tabs from car- 
bonated beverage aluminum cans. Richard said these 
are redeemed for their value in aluminum and used to 
transport patients and their parents from anywhere in the 
world to Shriner's Hospitals at no charge. 

Finally, the Brodeurs will also again be collecting 
monetary donations at the event with all of the proceeds 
being split between two local hospitals in Boston and 
Springfield. Although donations are not required to enjoy 
the Halloween display, they are greatly appreciated and 
do benefit a great cause. They are also looking for volun- 
teers interested in helping to spook visitors — no experi-

Several hundred people from the community 
attended the Open House. Kids were given balloons, post- 
ers and coloring books that promoted the department's 
Student Awareness Fire Education (SAFE) Program, while 
Nick's Pizza supplied the refreshments. Firemen assisted 
the children as they were allowed to climb aboard the fire 
engines and the fireboat to get the feeling of what it must 
be like to respond to an emergency call. The highlight for 
many of the people in attendance was the ''J^ws of Life'' 
demonstration that saw the firemen dismantle a car in a 
reenactment of the techniques and equipment used to pry 
victims from the wreckage of an automobile accident. 

Longtime Fire Chief Ronald E. Scott gave a run- 
down of the various displays and demonstrations. "The 
Fire Departments are very tied to the environment now," 
Chief Scott explained as he pointed out the department's 
new Oil Spill Prevention and Response trailer. "Each town 
from Westport to Falmouth has one of these units which 
include booms and other equipment designed to clean up 
oil spills," he added. 

Other demonstrations included the proper use 
of various fire extinguishing equipment, the Red Cross 
with their Disaster Relief Truck, and a demonstration and 
display dedicated to the Fire Department's Rapid Inter- 
vention Team. The latter display underscored the serious 
business that is firefighting as the unit is designed to save 
the lives of firemen who have become trapped while try- 
ing to save the lives of others.

Perhaps it was an old decal on one the station's fire 
engines that may have been the best reminder to citizens 
of the responsibility that they have in preventing fires and 
accidents as Smokey the Bear pointed out to those who 
passed by: "ONLY YOU can iprevent fires."

night, October 6. The show, featuring the works of paint- 
ers Gordon Cowan and G. Bruce West, is a visual celebra- 
tion of lives inspired by the creative energies of music. 

Mr Cowan's work is as soulful and bluesy as the 
subjects he paints. Working strictly with oils for his series. 
Celebrating the Blues, Mr Cowan's work recalls the jazz 
photography of Herman Leonard with several of his can- 
vases, which include "Coltrane Soliloquy'' "Muddy" and 
"Last Call With Fatha Hines." These pieces are rendered 
in smoky black and white tones that bring the viewer into 
the juke joints and basement nightclubs of another era. 
Other works, such as "Son Seals Technicolor Blues" and 
"Lonesome Road Blues" are vibrant, colorful celebrations 
of the music that inspired this artist. 

Mr Cowan, who creates his work at his Studio in 
Stoughton, minored in art and received his degree from 
Wayne State University in Detroit. It was while work- 
ing as a railroad brake-man that he became inspired by 
the blues recordings of Muddy Waters, Otis Spann, Paul 
Butterfield and Mike Bloomberg. In his Artist's Statement 
Mr Cowan explained: "I want the viewer to taste the 
bourbon and smell the sweat but mostly, to be elevated 
by the sheer spirit of the blues. Be it rage, raunch or sweet 
reflection, 'the blues, they don't lie.'" 

Mr. Cowan is also a musician, playing the piano, 
and is an active member of the Boston Blues Society. He 
said that he hopes to "educate and enrich the blues fan 
base in Massachusetts" through his paintings.

SMELLY BREATH 

My cat likes to curl up in my lap hut when she breathes in my 
face it really smells. I feed her a half a can of food twice daily 
and she has dry food available at all times. I figure that the dry 
food keeps her teeth clean but I don't understand why she has 
such an odor.

The Departed. Starring Leonardo DiCaprio, Matt Damon, 
and Jack Nicholson. Directed by Martin Scorsese. Running 
time: 149 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

The first two big hitters of the Oscar-chasing season have stepped 
up to the plate. Brian De Palma swung mightily and whiffed with The 
Black Dahlia, and now Martin Scorsese manages a bunt with The De- 
parted — though many critics disappointed that De Palma didn't slam it 
out of the park are now pretending that Scorsese has hit a home run. The 
truth is, Scorsese revisits old territory in The Departed, and he doesn't 
do anything he hasn't done brilliantly several times before, nor does he 
discover anything fresh in the material. If all you want is a violent Scorsese 
gangster picture, grab some popcorn. Personally, I was a bit dispirited 
that the director found himself married to the mob once again; of course, 
I also think Kundun is his best movie of the last ten years, so I may be a 
little out of the mainstream. 

Scorsese and writer William Monahan have remade the well-regarded 
2002 Hong Kong action flick Infernal Affairs. The premise remains the 
same: The mob plants one of their guys in the police force, the cops put 
one of their guys undercover in the mob, and the cat-and-mouse sparks 
fly. Leonardo DiCaprio (Scorsese's go- to star in his past three films) 
is the Donnie Brasco here; Matt Damon is the thug groomed as one of 
Boston's finest. I suppose the locale and ethnicity do represent something 
of a departure point for Scorsese; instead of New York Italians, we have 
Boston Irish, which, as in so many movies set in Beantown, means much 
ostentatious dropping of r's (hometown boys Damon and Mark Wahlberg 
as an aggressively combative cop come off best). 

The Departedfollows Damon and DiCaprio as they strain to play their 
respective roles while trying to stay loyal to their respective bosses; both 
also compete somewhat for the favor of their shared mobster guardian, 
played by Jack Nicholson as if he were Jack Nicholson playing a mobster 
— he's done better work, though he's getting lauded for his willingness 
to go freaky and ugly (his best moment: he steps out and converses with 
someone casually, his arms spattered with blood up to the elbows, and 
the movie, in a rare instance of restraint, doesn't explain what exactly 
he's been up to behind closed doors). The raw materials are here for a 
fast, hard-driving thriller — like Infernal Affairs — but Scorsese draws 
it out for a lumbering two hours and twenty-nine minutes. Like his friend 
Spielberg, Scorsese of late has been bitten by the overlength bug. 



The length isn't the only problem. Scorsese frames the proceedings 
with his customary dynamism, but too much of it feels like a retread. 
For the third time in a gangster movie, after GoodFellas and Casino, 
Scorsese hauls out the Rolling Stones' "Gimme Shelter" (please, man, 
leave that song alone now) not once but twice, the second time running 
irrelevantly underneath a conversation between Damon and police shrink 
Vera Farmiga (who does what she can in a thankless, unnecessary role). 
Scorsese's choice of music here seems obvious and enervated, including a 
Van Morrison cover of Pink Floyd's "Comfortably Numb" and Dropkick 
Murphys' "I'm Shipping Up to Boston." It isn't just the music, though 
— even the brutality here feels rote, like a Scorsese imitator. The Departed 
is an exercise for Scorsese, nothing more. All the moves are there; the 
pulse is restless, but there's no heart driving it. 

After a while, people start to die rapidly, and the movie becomes a 
nihilistic shooting gallery. Someone is dropped out a window and lands 
right at DiCaprio 's feet, gore spraying his shirt. Jack Nicholson gets dirtier 
and funkier until he seems ready to cave in under the weight of his own 
decadence. Much of The Departed'^ final hour was an unimpressive blur 
for me, a parade of narrative "cleverness" resulting in massacres, better 
suited to the legions of Scorsese wannabes than to the maestro himself. 
The Oscar talk has already begun; how deeply sad, yet predictable, it 
would be if Scorsese finally won that long-elusive Best Director trophy 
for this self-derivative mess. According to legend, the young Scorsese 
once showed indie-film godhead John Cassavetes his second feature and 
first mainstream effort, 1 972 's Boxcar Bertha, and Cassavetes commented, 
"It's good work, but you just spent a year of your life making a piece of 
s — ." Ah, where is honest old John now?

Like their sister town of Mattapoisett, officials in 
both Marion and Rochester are now faced with the per- 
petual dilemma of deciding whether some of their key 
positions should remain elected or become appointed 
to ensure the towns are getting the most experienced 
and skilled candidates for a particular job. 

Not too long ago, Mattapoisett similarly attempted 
to change the long-standing elected position of High- 
way Surveyor to an appointed post as per a recom- 
mendation in the town's governmental study conducted 
by the UMass Dartmouth Center for Policy Analysis. 
But voters decided they wanted to keep electing the 
Highway Surveyor and opted to put former Selectman 
Barry Denham behind the wheel. 

Now Marion is looking to break out their currently 
combined Town Clerk/Treasurer/Tax Collector position 
into two separate appointed slots — Town Clerk and 
Treasurer/Collector — and Rochester, likewise, will 
consider changing their Town Treasurer's position from 
elected to appointed. Both changes will go before vot- 
ers on each town's respective October 30 Special Town 
Meeting warrants. 

When the whole Mattapoisett Highway Surveyor 
question was first raised last spring, I tended to side 
with the voters in wanting to retain their "freedom of 
choice," but I also saw merit in hiring someone with 
the proper skills and experience to do the job. After all, 
you wouldn't want to go under the knife of a surgeon 
who was "elected" by a hospital's Board of Trustees 
in a makeshift popularity contest, without regard to his 
background or training, would you? 

I wholly agree with Marion's initial strategy of 
separating the longtime triumvir of Clerk/Treasurer/ 
Collector into two better-defined roles. Although of 
the two newly-created positions, I think Town Clerk 
should continue to remain an elective choice. 



The position of Tax Collector can really go either 
way. Obviously there would be some benefit to having 
someone whose financial background extends beyond 
their ability to balance a checkbook, but I don't think 
the lack of accounting or collection experience should 
preclude anyone from doing the job, either. 

Given the increasingly more stringent requirements 
of the Massachusetts Department of Revenue (DOR) 
and the towns' own auditing firms, however, I really 
have to lean toward saying the benefit of having a 
skilled, appointed Town Treasurer post in both Marion 
and Rochester greatly outweighs the loss of voters' 
input in the selection process. And, in reality, voters 
will still retain a certain degree of say in the matter by 
continuing to elect the key appointing authority: the 
Board of Selectmen. 

That "voting by proxy" model already holds true for 
several similarly appointed positions and those voters 
who argue they would be losing their freedom of choice 
should give more serious consideration to whom they 
elect for Selectman. 

Although both Marion and Rochester currently ben- 
efit from having experienced former Selectmen serving 
as their Treasurers, the learning curve has resulted in 
serious filing delays which really point up the need for a 
specialized, skilled financial person who isn't distracted 
with other responsibilities. 

While I respect and appreciate the efforts of Roch- 
ester Town Clerk and Treasurer Naida Parker to balance 
her time between the two offices, I think Rochester 
needs to follow Marion's lead in keeping the posts 
separate — both in terms of the selection process and 
the person serving in those capacities. 

Both towns need to join the increasing majority of 
other municipalities in Massachusetts who opt for ap- 
pointed Treasurers over elected ones.
